well during the 14-day holding period 
Even after the license is approved, the 
Government assigns a resident inspector 
to that establishment.

Would it be practical for BEEF Cattle? 


Tue big opportunity—and 
the major challenge—for artificial in- 
semination today is to make Better Beef 
as well as More Milk. But before you 
can judge whether it might help you 
get faster-gaining calves at lower cost 
you'll want to look at the whole pic- 
ture, as it stands today: 

The present use of artificial insemi- 
nation for beet cattle, as compared to 
milk cows, is quite limited. More than 


514 million milk cows, or 1 in every 
5, were artificially bred last year. But 
the application to beef cattle is limited 
to herds of four kinds of farmers: 


Purebred breeders using atrtifi- 
cial insemination with a few of their 
very best sires—to obtain 3 to 10 
times the number of progeny natural 


service provides, 


Beef raisers tired of a 60 to 80% 
calf crop due to trichomoniasis and 
vibriosis spread by natural service. 
They obtain clean bulls and used arti- 
ficial insemination to reduce spread 
of these infections. 


4-H Club and FFA members 


and Small Breeders who can not prof- 
itably maintain their own beef sire. 


Dairymen who are converting 
from milk cows to beef cattle, or who 
breed their poorer cows and untried 
two-year-olds to beef bulls with the 
idea of “beefing” the offspring, and 
to get a smaller, easier to deliver calf. 


Beef and Dairy Have Different Rules 


One reason more purebred beef 


calves are not produced by artificial in- 
semination is the ruling adopted by each 
U.S. beef breed association saying that 
the same person must own both the sire 
and dam. Several beef breed records 
permit three owners of the bull used for 
artificial service, and one allows four. 
So three or four breeders can utilize a

With frozen semen, the dairy breeds 
allow the amount on hand at the time 
of a sire’s death to be saved, providing 
the number of ampules is declared to 
the breed registry office. The beef breeds 
require that the “semen in storage dies 
when the bull dies.” This represents a 
difference in philosophy—on one hand 
the desire to utilize truly great sires as 
fully as possible; on the other, preserva 
tion of the ordinary young bull market. 

More Get from Great Sires 

In natural breeding, a bull will sire 
30 to perhaps 90 or 100 offspring a 
year. When artificial 
used, the number of 
from several hundred to several thou- 
sand. In dairy cattle the average ALL. 
sire is credited with 2,210 inseminations 
a year. The better, proved sires con 
tribute 4,000 to 8,000 inseminations. A 
truly breed-improving sire can thus 
stamp thousands of progeny a year with 
its influence’ to

“Shall we use the 
best beef sires in- 
tensively, and ex- 
tensively—or shall 
we preserve a 
broader bull mar- 
ket?”

Fluid milk prices may work low- 
er in many markets, but manufacturing 
milk and butter-fat prices will be about 
steady at the support levels which Sec- 
retary Benson left unchanged for the 
year starting April 1. Dairymen cut 
down their cow herds about 1% in the 
past year to the lowest since 1929, but 
the reduction was mainly in “boarders.” 
They are taking in a litthe more cash 
than last year. Higher feed and labor 
cost are absorbing a half or more of 
the increase. In another month or so, 
dairymen’s feed costs are likely to be 
lower than a year previous.

Grain 
sorghum prices are likely to strengthen. 


If you held to your acreage allot 
ment last year, you can profit by buy 
ing non-storable CCC corn for feeding 
and sealing your own. Even if you were 
a non-cooperator, there may be a little 
advantage in that move. Better market 
any surplus oats and barley soon, but 
hold sorghums a while longer. If you 
need to buy feed grain, corn is likely to 
be your cheapest source of nutrients 
Lise the acreage reserve plan for cutting 
corn acreage if it fits into your opera 
tions, but plan for a high yield on the 
acreage that you do plant. 


Protein feed prices are not likely 
to change much. Soybean meal, tankage 
and meat scraps will continue plentiful 
and relatively low-priced. Buying either 
by-product or formula feeds for only 
a short time ahead looks safe. 

Hay prices will gradually work low 
er until midsummer. Buy only as needed

Let’s Eradicate 2 Hog Plagues 


We can stamp out Hog Cholera and Vesicular Exanthema 
by stopping the sale of live virus and cooking all garbage.

You swine producers were 
well represented at the meeting on hog 
cholera and vesicular exanthema that 
we held in Chicago last September. This 
meeting was sponsored by Livestock 
Conservation, Inc., which, as you know, 
is a non profit organization dedicated 
to the principle of more and better live- 
stock at less cost—more meat at less 
cost. Their goal is “$1000 added income 
per farm through livestock conserva 
ton modest enough when one con 
siders present knowledge on ways in 
which this might be done 


Organized Effort Needed 
That swine producers are now 
thinking of disease control on an of 
ganized basis is a healthy sign. Every 
successful swine grower will necessarily 
employ all those general principles of 
disease control in production, but it is 
obvious that there can be no organized 
effort to control all diseases at the same 
time. Rather, an organized effort must 
be concentrated on a few diseases that 
will yield to effective control. 

Iwo swine diseases that can be 
eradicated have been selected for special 
attention by the industry. These diseases 
are hog cholera and vesicular exanthema 
The National Swine Growers’ Council 
is especially concerned with these two 
The U.S. Livestock Sanitary Association 
has spec ial committees on each disease. 

Unfortunately there are otherwise 
well meaning individuals who have fool 
ishly stated that the industry is con- 
cerned with swine diseases per sc I his 
is not true The industry is concerned 
altogether in the production of the best 
pork at the least possible cost and in 
the diseases of swine that can be trans- 
mitted from swine to man trichinosis, 
brucellosis and tuberculosis for example 
Obviously a way to produce better pork 
at reduced costs and to stimulate wider 
markets is to control or eradicate hog 
cholera and vesicular exanthema as well 
as other swine diseases. What do hog 
cholera and vesicular exanthema cost 
swine producers in export markets? 


Let's ask M. A. Drisko, Director, 





Livestock and Meat Products Division, 
Foreign Agricultural Service, U.S.D.A. 
Last year less than two carloads of pork 
were exported to Canada. Had there 
been no embargo against pork in Can 
ada, 475 carloads could have been ex- 
ported. Mr. Drisko and his group esti 
mate that 70 million pounds of pork 
could have been exported if there had 
been no embargos due to hog cholera 
and vesicular exanthema. Our export 
trade could have been doubled but for 
these two diseases. 

Countries that embargo against 
United States pork are Venezuela, Great 
Britain, Canada, Jamaica, Barbados, Brit- 
ish Guiana, Colombia, Austria, Den 
mark, Sweden, Belgium, Australia, New 
Zealand and the Union of South Africa 
Actually all countries should embargo 
against uncooked pork from the United 
States unless we set our house in order. 
We do not allow animals or their un- 
cooked products to enter the United 
States from countries having foot-and 


mouth disease. 


Only 1% Fed Garbage 

The cooking of garbage fed to pigs 

is essential for the eradication of ves 
icular exanthema. Sull a few selfish in 
dividuals in one or two eastern states 
block the cooking of such garbage. A 
few dollars to them means more than 
the entire swine industry. Less than 1% 
of the hogs in the entire country are 
fed raw garbage. It is evident that a 
very small tail is wagging a very huge 
dog—or is it hog? These are not the 
kind of principles on which this coun- 
try was made great—they are the prin- 
ciples on which the country can be made 
weak. Still another eastern state is ia 
the process of repealing its garbage 
Again, a small selfish 
group rules. For a few dollars they 
would totally ruin our export of pork 
and pork products, including the variety 
meats, and would jeopardize the health 


cooking law 


of our entire swine population. Of 
course we must in part blame ourselves 
for allowing such things to happen. 

California learned the hard way 
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that cooking of garbage was a must. 
Colombia learned the hard way that it 
was unsafe to import swine and pork 
products from the United States. Co- 
lombia had a thriving swine industry. 
Hog cholera was introduced through 
swine from the United States. Their 
swine industry was destroyed and has 
never made a recovery. 

Cholera Costs $50 Million 

Aside from its influence on export 
trade, hog cholera is responsible for a 
huge loss to the producers—conserva- 
tively estimated at $50,000,000 annually 
At least 50% of this loss is in expense 
involved in the immunization of swine. 
This is a continuing cost to swine pro- 
ducers so long as we consent to live 
with hog cholera. Actually, the eradica- 
tion of hog cholera may be much more 
simple than it now seems. Under pres- 
ent circumstances we may be paying 
(in the form of losses) for a large part 
of hog cholera eradication every year 
and yet not getting it. 

The means for the eradication of 
hog cholera can be expressed in the 
most simple terms: Keep the hog 
cholera virus away from hogs. To do 
this it is necessary to know the 3 ways 
in which hog cholera virus is spread: 
(1) movement of hogs which permits 
the susceptible and the sick to come 
into direct or indirect contact; (2) the 
use of the “simultaneous method” of 
vaccination where fully virulent virus 
is employed, and (3) the feeding of un- 
cooked garbage. 


Keep Healthy Hogs Apart 
To prevent the intermingling of 
susceptible and diseased pigs is every- 
body’s business. Seven states now pro- 
hibit the use of fully virulent virus in 
the vaccination of swine. Other states 
are considering like legislation. The 
sooner all prohibit its use the 
better for the industry. 


States 


Only 5 years ago 80°% of the vac 
cinated hogs were treated with virulent 
virus. Now not more than 25% are so 
vaccinated—a remarkable change that 
has expressed itself in fewer farm out- 
breaks, which is already a substantial 
gain in total eradication of the disease. 

Few people recognize that pork in 
commercial channels is a grand spreader 
of hog cholera. Under the present in- 
spection service, which does not include 
all meat, hogs recognized as sick are 
condemned but many are not recognized 
so that pork loaded with fully virulent 
hog cholera virus moves freely into trade 
channels. Most states have strict laws re 
garding the sale of hog cholera virus, 
but it is a rather ridiculous 
that any child can purchase fully viru 
lent virus in the form of infected pork. 
In addition such a child can carry the 
pork home and feed the scraps from it 
to susceptible swine. Nothing 
needed to start a good outbreak. Hence, 
the emphasis on

Need Constant Vigilance 


Constant vigilance by you farmers, 
veterinarians and government tec hni« ins 
have kept out diseases that make a live- 
stock industry mighty nigh impossible in 
other areas. Foot-and-mouth has popped 
up in the U.S., Canada and Mexico but 
fast action has stamped it out. Rinder- 
pest, like the sea pounding Holland's 
dikes, is always probing our defenses for 


a leak. Our scientific sentries have so 


ON GUARD! 


1. Take normal measures of sanitation to 
minimize spread of disease from animal 
to animal, from farm to farm, and from 
one community to another. 

2. Check your regularly. Con- 
stant watchfulness, early discovery, 
and prompt reporting are necessary to 
wipe out disease before it gets a foot 
hold. 

3. Isolate all sick or newly acquired stock 
for at least 10 days to 2 weeks, or long 
enough to be sure they are not disease 
carriers.

5. Follow approved vaccination practices 

for disease problems in your area. 

. Carefully dispose of wastes and dis- 

charges of sick animals. 

Don't visit infected or quarantined farms. 


. Cooperate with your plant disease con- 
trol officials. 

. Report immediately to your county agent 
any damage to your crops from an un- 
familiar disease or insect. 

10. Do not send insects or samples of dis- 

eased plants to anyone but your coun- 

ty agent, unless instructed to do so by 
responsible agricultural authorities.

In the day-to-day affairs of farm 
and family, trained men are standing 
guard for us. Veterinarians are equipped 
to spot and control diseases on the farm 
and to use central laboratory tests when 
the problem is a tough-y. Meat that 
shows any infection or infestation goes 
into the tankage tank. If the dairy in- 
spector seems contrary, remember that 
he is personally responsible for the 
health of the population and is not tak- 
ing that trust lightly. 

A small fire is easier to put out than 
a big one, and they're all small when 
they start. Many a stockman has waited 
a day too long, to his ruin, to fetch the 
vet. If a sick critter has got something 
you can catch, the sooner you know it 
the sooner you'll be safe. If it’s got some- 
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thing that can be cured, the sooner you 
get started the less it's going to cost 
you. If it’s got something the rest of 
your herd can catch, best you get help to 
knock it out before it wipes you out. 

Every dollar you spend for veter- 
inary service brings you back $5.78 in 
terms of reduced loss and earlier return 
to production, according to the American 
Veterinary Medical Association. That 
doesn’t count the human misery and 
death prevented by keeping your ani- 
mals healthy. 





Farm Flock 
Costs & Returns 


A FLOCK of sheep can 
bring added income to small or medi- 
um-sized family farms. Farmers in- 
terviewed by USDA’s D. C. Myrick 
said that their flocks take little time 
away from other enterprises, since 
sheep need most attention in winter, 

The average flock in his study, 
60 ewes and 2 rams, annually return- 
ed $1,300, or $21.70 per ewe. Of this, 
$864 came from sale of the lamb crop, 
$64 from culling old ewes, and $374 
from fleeces. That’s counting a crop 
of 72 lambs—60 of them sold at 80 
lbs. for 18¢ per lb., and the others 
kept as replacements. And there were 
68 fleeces in these flocks averaging 
10 lbs. and worth about 55c a Ib. 

Generally a small start was made, 
20 ewes or less, and 
frequently with good but low-priced 
old range ewes. That’s a safe proce- 
dure for a man who is experienced 
with sheep, but for the beginner, the 
added of healthy young ewes 
proved to be profitable. Purebred 
rams noticeably upgraded the quality.

Minimum fencing (32-inch woven

cross fence. Where dryland was pas- 
tured, more fencing was needed per 
sheep, but less per acre, the size and 
cost depending on the amount and 
quality of forage. 

The sheep lived well on forage, 


including crop residues, that most 
other livestock leave. They got much 
good grazing in harvested fields, 


along ditch banks and field borders, 
and on wasteland. Even in Montana, 
sheep could graze some in midwinter, 
In some parts of the country they can 
graze throughout the year. 

Flocks in this study were barn- 
fed 60 to 120 days in winter. Since 
hay was the mainstay, good quality, 
notably legumes, proved worthwhile. 
The sheep also got a small supple- 
ment of grain starting 2 to 6 weeks 
before lambing and continuing in 
larger amounts until pastures freshen- 
ed. — from “Agricultural Research,”

so slow either. Our most recent survey 
showed that nearly three-fourths of you 
are conscious of the handy milk check 
and that you have 14 cows in milk. 
But very few hog producers are 
going to want to get into the packing 
business, so it is evident that improve- 
ment of the hog producer’s lot is going 
to be from the standpoint of reducing 
costs per pound of pork produced. 
Breeding, of course, enters into the 
picture very strongly here, for several 
of the factors involved in efficient pork 
production are hereditary. Purebred 
breeders who furnish the seed stock for 
most commercial operations are work- 
ing on this. Standards for Certified 
meat type litters have been evolved and 
swine evaluation stations have been set 
up in most of the cornbelt. The pure- 
bred record associations are recogniz- 
ing these superior Meat strains within 
their breeds by properly identifying the 
pedigrees of such proven animals... . 
Much has been done, too, in the field 
of nutrition and we are beginning to 
find out that this not only has a lot to 
do with getting all the pigs possible 
to market at proper weights and ages, 
but also may be affecting litter size. 
As with poultry, equipment can 
play an important part in determining 
profit or loss in a swine operation. Wat- 
er, for example, an often neglected ne- 
cessity during the cropping season, can

(from page 9) a carrier bull and car- 
rier cow to show up, if the cows which 
have dropped a dwarf calf were assem- 
bled into a testing herd it could soon 
be demonstrated whether or not any 
particular sire is a carrier of dwarfism 
15 to 20 matings would probably be 
needed to prove a sire negative for this 
factor, but the first dwarf calf would 
Suggest a carrier.

Many artificial insemination organ- 
izations have beef bulls of the major 
breeds. The demand for beef semen 
comes from the small herd owner even 
though he can’t register the offspring in 
the few cases where purebred cows are 
used; from the dairyman who is an “in 
and-outer” switching from dairy to beef 
without purchasing females; and from 
dairymen who have their first-calf 
heifers inseminated to beef bulls for a 
smaller calf and less trouble at calving 
These dairymen are usually large 
operators, who prefer re-

Today, only 8% of the 51 million 
cows inseminated annually in this coun- 
try are serviced with beef semen. Ac 
tually, many bull studs barely break 
even on their beef bulls. However, they 
provide and improve this service when 
patrons demand it. 


In Canada, roughly one-third of all 
inseminations use beef semen. All the 
Canadian beef registry associations ex 
cept the Herefords register calves pro 
duced by artificial insemination. Roy 
Snyder, Manager of the Waterloo, Ont., 
Cattle Breeding Association says: “We 
have replaced scrub bulls in hundreds 
of herds.

Shearing Time is H yt 
earing ime is ere a ‘ Shrop Sired Lambs

W: usually shear our ewe 
flock the first week in April. There are 
several advantages of this early shearing. 
About this time ewes that have been 
well fed often experience a little loosen- 
ing of the wool, as though it were time 
to shed it off. Locks will be lost, par- 
ticularly about the neck. 

Then the advent of warm days 
causes a feeling of languor and the 
sheep do not eat and thrive as has been 
their wont. And again, there are many 
showers in April and the flock with 
fleeces on literally “has not sense enough 
to come in out of the rain.” So the 
fleeces become drenched and heavy. If 
they were shorn they would flee to their 
sheds as the first drops struck them 


Anyone who has once tried this 


early shearing will continue it. Should 
the flock be poorly fed, however, and 
unsheltered, the fleeces should be left 


on until the middle of May. The amount 
of wool taken off in a period of years 
will probably be nearly the same wheth 
er shorn in April, May or June, tho 
the early-shorn sheep through their 
greater vigor and healthfulness may 
shear the most. 

The shearing place should be in 
some light, airy part of the barn. A 
clean platform on which to work is 


necessary. If nothing else is available, 
since sheep barns have usually the na 
tural earth floor, a spare barn door may 


be taken from its hangings and laid 
down for temporary use. A small pen 
close by holds enough sheep in readiness 
to keep the shearer busy for some hours 

The sheep is a peculiar animal, 


directly sensitive to touch. Tie the legs, 
or even touch them, it responds by 
struggling to be free. Turn it so that 
it cannot get its feet to the ground 
and its struggles cease, as though it 
knew the hopelessness of struggling 
Hold the same sheep by a touch under 
the chin and if it has had a trifle of 
training it, feeling your hand, yields and 
stands dutifully 

The shearer then, without tying 
the feet, turns the sheep upon its rump 
with its head and shoulders resting 
against him, supported by the left arm 
and with the shears in the right hand 
opens the wool, usually on the right 
shoulder, and proceeds to clip it away, 
keeping it as much as possible in one 
piece. That is, he strips it away easily 
and gently as he would remove a coat 
It is essential that he so bend the sheep's 
body that the skin will be at all times 
tight. If this is done it is easy to cut the 
wool closely and there is little danger of 
cutting the skin.
